Brandt Gives 
W anting to 
Arabs on Oil 


BONN, Nov. 9 l AP). — Pacing 
an Arab oil squeeze with sweep- 
ing new powers to conserve lueh 
Chancellor Willy Brandt today 
emphasized West German friend- 
ship for Israel and warned Arab 
leaders against "threats and ex- 
tortion." 

Clearly aiming to dispel any 
Impression that Bonn’s participa- 
tion in a joint Common Market 
resolution on the Middle East has 
changed - the emphasis of its 
neutral stance to the face of the 
Arab oil threat, Mr. Brandt re- 
called the moral debt of Nazi 
persecution of the Jews. 

He declared: “My undertaking 
that our relations with IsraeJ 
have a special character remains 
unaffected. Nobody can expect 
us to deceive ourselves over our 
own history. - ' 

The statement was made in a 
key Middle East policy speech 
delivered to parliament's uppei 
house shortly before legislators 
approved a law giving him blank- 
et authority to take whatever 
steps are necessary to conserve 
fuel far Western Europe's biggest 
oil-using country. 

Under the law the government 
could: save up to 15 percent on 
oil by banning driving on week- 
ends and public holidays; impose 
speed limits of 80 kilometers an 
hour on state roads and 100 kilo- 
meters an hour on superhighways; 
ban certain nonessential classes 
of car and truck traffic; ration 
gasoline, heating oil and other 
fuet order substitution of rcke 
fuel for oil In industry wherever 
possible to save about 1L5 million 
tons of oil a year and impose a 
ceiling on oQ prices. 

The government has warned 
that the Arab cutback could re- 
duce West German oil imports by 
15 percent by the month's end. 
The government says it has three 
months of oil reserves. 

The government has indicated 
it might reduce electricity from . 
oil-powered generators to all 
users except hospitals, schools 
and other vital services. 

“Threats and extortion can 
make an Impression for a limited 
period, but one cannot make 
friends that way,” Mr. Brandt 
warned leaders of Arab countries, 
which supply 70 percent of West 
German oil imports. 

Mr. Brandt spoke four days 
after European Economic Com- 
munity ministers In Brussels 
adopted a British and French- 
inspired resolution— widely seen 
as a bid to conciliate Arab .oil 
producers — calling for a. Mideast 
settlement along somewhat more 
pro-Arab lines than Bonn's 
neutral line.

Mideast Crisis Undercuts Atlantic Talks 

Europe Cools to U.S. Proposals

BRUSSELS. Nov. 9 INYT).— The Middle East 
crisis has reinforced Western European opposi- 
tion to American efforts to insert the words “inter- 
dependence'* and “partnership" into a proposed 
Joint declaration on relations between the United 
States and the European Economic Co mmuni ty, 
according to diplomatic sources here. 

Those ideas were stressed in an American draft, 
which modifies a European proposal by calling 
for the development of new "consultative and 
cooperative arrangements” between the United 
States and the Common Market. The modified 
draft, a copy of which has been obtained by The 
New York Times, was handed to the Europeans 
Sept. 29. 

The Europeans, who have sought all along to 
play down the importance of special relations 
with the United States, had presented their pro- 
posal for the joint declaration on Sppt. 20. 
Calling for recognition of the Common Market’s 
Intention to act as a “distinct entity" in world 


affairs, it had urged cooperation “on the basis of 
equality." 

While the Common Market countries had been 
unenthuslastic about the American suggestions 
even before hostilities erupted in the Middle 
East on Oct. 6, they have reportedly displayed a 
decidedly cool attitude toward them since. 

At the same time, the Middle East crisis was 
said to have had a stronger effect on the prepara- 
tion of a companion document, a declaration of 
principles for the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

Diplomats here said that alliance members. In 
informal contacts, decided at the suggestion of 
the French to suspend joint work on this declara- 
tion on Oct 26. That was the day alter President 
Nixon put American forces on a worldwide alert, 
without consulting his allies, to meet what he 
described as a Soviet threat in the Middle East. 

The decision to suspend work, it was noted, 
was made on the day that President Nixon and

He recommended higher taxa- 
tion to absorb excessive liquidity 
in toe nine-member organization 
and a reduction of public ex- 
penditure by community govern- 
ments. 

In addition, he said, there 
sliould be government measures 
to increase private savings, freer 
imports to increase competition 
and guidelines to establish a 
prices and incomes policy the 
overall objectives of which could 
be endorsed by each member gov- 
ernment. 

These suggestions were put 
forward in the context' of the 
third annual review by EEC 
ministers of the community's eco- 
nomic situation. 

Last year, the community set 
4 percent as its target of “accept- 
able” inflation, but this rate has 
been more than doubled In any 
assessment of toe average infla- 
tion rate in toe Common Market. 

No serious dissent met toe 
French minister’s view that direct 
action should be taken. Mr. Gis- 
card d’Estaing also said that the 
US, balance of payments had 
improved, farm prices had stead- 
ied and a measure of price sta- 
bilization had been noted through- 
out the Common Market. 

Sharp Price Rise 

However, he added, the price 
of fuel is going to rise signifi- 
cantly in the coming months as 
a result of the Middle East war 
and there Is still excessive liquid- 
ity. 

The nine ministers agreed to 
wage a more closely coordinated 
fight against inflation. The Euro- 
pean Commission was told to 
prepare a full report incorpo- 
rating as far as possible the 
French proposals, which will be 
discussed by the next mee ting- of 
EEC finance ministers early in 
December. The ministers want to 
reach agreement on the pig" at 
that meeting so that it may be 
endorsed at the EEC summit 
meeting in Copenhagen Dec. 14. 
They hope that the first effects 
of the plan could be felt by next 
spring. 

However, the ministers agreed 
that the EEC goal must be to 
coordinate national measures 


against inflation rather than 
adopt Identical ones. 

The ministers* final com- 
munique said: “As the light 
against 'inflation goes on, more 
attention must be given to the 
question of achieving a fair 
division of sacrifices in the com- 
mon Interest, particularly to pro- 
tect the economically weakest 
sections of the population.” 

The ministers also discussed 
the EEC's timetable for economic 
and monetary union and whether 
toe community should go ahead 
with, the second stage of the 
union— even though the first 
stage has been unsuccessful. 

It was agreed that this failure 
6bould be overlooked and .that 
the starting date for Phase-2, 
Jan. 1, 1974, mandated by last 
year's EEC summit meeting in 
Paris, should be observed.

TEL AVIV, Nov. 9. — Israel an- 
nounced today its agreement jn 
. principle to the U-S.-ncgotlaled.

After a 3 1/2-hour special cab- 
inet session. Premier Golda Meir's 
government issued a communique 
saying:

Diplomatic sources said that 
throughout the evening, Mrs. Meir 
was communicating with Wash- 
ington and Mr. EJssinger through 
the UJ5. Embassy in a last-ditch 
effort to clear the roadblocks. 
But it became dear that more 
clarifications were necessary and 
the cabinet decided to adjourn 
to take up the matter in the 
morning.

Government source® said Mrs. 
Meir’s government apparently was 
concerned first and foremost that 
the agreement contained no an- 
nouncement that the Egyptian 
blockade of the Bab el Mandeb 
Straits would be lifted. 

There were said to be two other 
lesser but also important Israeli 
objections: 

• That the text of the Kis- 
singer statement contained a 
reference to Israel withdrawing 
to the Oct. 22 cease-fire line. 
Mrs. Meir has contended that no 
one can say where that line is. 

•'That Israel would give up 
all of its checkpoints along the 
Cairo-Suez highway to United 
Nations forces and would be 
allowed to have officers only at. 
the last one at the Suez C^nal 
to check the nonmilitary status 
of supplies reaching toe Egyptian 
Third Army. 

Government sources said that 
Israel had understood that the 
agreement would include a lifting 
of toe blockade of the straits. 
Israel's outlet to Asia, and would, 
not co mmi t the Jewish state to 
withdraw to the Oct. 22 lines.

Soviet Press Fails to Mention 
U.S.-Shaped Mideast Accord

MOSCOW, Nov. 9 (WPl. — The 
Soviet news media tonight toiled 
to note the apparent agreement 
on a formal Mideast cease-fire, 
one of several signs that Moscow 
is uneasy about American peace- 
making efforts In the Middle East. 

As of midnight, Moscow time, 
the Soviet news agency Tass had 
not carried any news of Egypt's 
acceptance of the cease-fire for- 
mula proposed by Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger. 

The first edition of Pravda, the 
Soviet government newspaper, 
carried no news of the agree- 
ment. 

Soviet sources have indicated 
displeasure with Mr. Kissinger's 
unilateral peace mission to the 
Middle East, saying that any 
meaningful negotiations must in- 
clude the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Kissinger's trip through the 
Middle East, diplomatic sources 
here noted, emphasized America's 
ability to deal with both sides in 
the Arab- Israeli conflict, an abil- 
ity Moscow does not share. The 
Russians have no relations with 
Israel «iri have taken such a 


strong anti-Israeli position in re- 
cent years that they could not 
realistically hope to play any 
mediating role in the current 
situation. 

Diplomats Disagree 

Diplomats here disagreed about 
how the Russians may regard 
Mr Kissin ger*; trip. Some thought 
they would, be pleased that tine 

Ameri cans seem to be pressuring 
Israel to make compromises with 
the Arabs. 

Other diplomats said that, al- 
though the Russians would wel- 
come the results of UB. efforts, 
they would be unhappy that Mr. 
Kissinger’s initiative was so suc- 
cessful without their direct par- 
ticipation. 

Mr. Kissinger'S apparent suc- 
cess on his whirlwind Mideast 
tour underlines the ambiguous 
relationship between Moscow and 
Washington after the latest Mid- 
east war. Although both super- 
powers cooperated on a prelimin- 
ary cease-fire to end the fighting, 
they do not share identical inter- 
est in working out a peace settle- 
ment.

Egypt announced late tonight 
that it had accepted the agree- 
ment Intended to pave the Way 
for negotiations to reach a per- 
manent settlement in the Middle 
East. This came three hours 
after the original time set for 
announcing the plan had passed, 
and after Washington had an- 
nounced the agreement. 

Concern about the future of the 
agreement developed here earlier 
today when a military spokesman 
reported that an Israeli aircraft 
had been shot down by an Egyp- 
tian missile while on a reconnais- 
sance flight over the Suez front.

Schlesinger: 
Rift in NATO 
Seems Healed 


WASHINGTON, NOV. 9 CUPP. 
— Defense Secretary James R. 
Schlesinger said yesterday that 
the rift between America and its 
European allies over Middle East 
policies has apparently healed. He 
said the United States no longer 
feels it might have to remove 
its tanks from West Germany. 

Talking with newsmen after 
his return from a North .Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation meeting, he 
said both the United States and 
the Europeans had given ground 
to head off a potentially serious 
split in the allianc e. 

Negotiations conducted during 
the meeting "underscored the 
need for closer consultations’ 5 
among the allies, Mr. Schlesinger 
said. European NATO members 
had said they were not adequate- 
ly consulted during the latest 
Middle East crisis. 

In return. Mr. Schlesinger said, 
there now appears to be "an un- 
derstanding among the allies of 
U.S. objectives In the Middle 
East" and of the reason why 
other NATO members were not 
notified about the worldwide VS. 
military alert ordered when it 
was feared the Soviet Union 
might be sending troops to Egypt. 

Before Mr. Schlesinger left for 
the meeting in the Netherlands, a 
senior defense official said West 
German protests over the ship- 
ment of U.S. tanks from that 
country to Israel might force the 
United States to store the tanks 
elsewhere. 

Asked about this after his re-, 
turn, Mr. Schlesinger said, "We 
are not thinking about that at 
this time." 


v Brandt Warning 

BONN. Not. 9 (UPIj.— C hancel- 
lor Willy Brandt said today he 
Is convinced that only mistrust 
can endanger the Ger ma n-Amer- 
ican alliance, although he added 
that certain misunderstandings 
did raise tempers during the 
recent Middle Eastern war. 

"In truth, I can see only one 
danger to the Atlantic Alliance 
and to Germ an- American cooper- 
ation, and that is mistrust, 
which no one on either this side 
or the other side of the ocean 
must carelessly stir up," Mr. 
Brandt told parliament. 'T appeal 
to the sense of responsibility of 
all .participants.” 
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Cairo Claims 2 Planes 

Reporting on today’s air action, 
Egypt said Its forces had shot 
down two Israeli Phantom • jets 
over the west bank of the Suez 
Canal only hours before official 
announcements were made on 
acceptance of -a new peace for- 
mula. 

The Egyptian military spokes- 
man said Egyptian air defense 
missiles shot down the jets as 
they tried to attack Egyptian 
positions on the west bank. He 
said the two pilots were captured 
and that one of them was seri- 
ously wounded. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
said tonight that apart from the 
Shooting down of an Israeli plane 
there had been sporadic, mainly 
small-arms fire along the Suez 
Canal and on the Syrian front 
during the day. 

The shooting In Sinai occurred 
when Egyptian troop movements 
wer: observed about she miles 
east of the canal In the Gldi 
sector.

4. There shall be no impedi-

5. The Israeli checkpoints on 
the Cairo- Suez road will be re- 
placed by UN checkpoints. At the 
Suez end of the road. Israeli of- 
ficers can participate with the 
UN to supervise the nonmilitary 
nature of the cargo at the bank 
of the canal 

6. As soon as the UN check- 
points are established on the 
Cairo-Suez road, there will be 
an exchange of all POWs, includ- 
ing wounded. 

It has been agreed by the two 
parties that they will hold a 
meeting under the auspices of 
the United Nations commander 
at the usual place [kilometer 109 
on the Suez- Cairo road] to sign 
this agreement and to provide for 
its implementation. I would be 
most grateful if you would take 
appropriate steps to insure that 
a meeting Is held on Saturday. 
Nov. 10, 1973, or at such other 
time as may be mutually con- 
venient for representatives of the 
parties to take the appropriate 
steps. 

We intend to announce publicly 
the agreement at noon New York 
time, on Friday, Nov. 9. 1S73.

Interest Waning 

While the eventual European

The Europeans originally pre- 
sented a draft to the United 
States Sept. 19 calling for recog- 
nition of the Common Market's 
Intention to act as a “distinct 
entity" In world affairs and 
proposing cooperation "on lh» 
basis of equality." 

The American drsrc was 
handed to the Europeans during 
a meeting In Copenhagen on 
Sept. 29 by Walter J. Stocsse! jr.. 
assistant secretary of state for 
European affairs. 

While based on the Common 
Market draft. the American ver- 
sion goes much further in stress- 
ing the view that the United 
States and Western Europe are 
interdependent and that thc-re 
was a need to create ne^- chan- 
nels of Atlantic cooperation.

should "reflect better the reali- 
ties of our common concerns and 
our Intention to deal meaning- 
fully with them on a common 
basis."

It is perfectly obvious that 
Mao was convinced a plot was 
being mounted against him in- 
side his own armed forces and 
their spokesmen at the highest 
party levels and, furthermore, 
from the tone of subsequent 
propaganda, that Russia was in 
some way involved, either as the 
taspirer or the sower of seeds 
to fallow ground. Mao there- 
fore struck sharply, following his 
own precept that "the party 
commands the gun and the gun

a king? In 1791, Saint-Just de- 
manded before the Convention a 


ritual sacrifice of Louis XVI: 

"One day, perhaps, men as far 
removed from our prejudices as 
we are from those of the Vandals 
will be astonished by the barbar- 
ism of a century in which Judg- 
ing a tyrant was a religious mat- 
ter. . . One day they will be aston- 
ished that the 18th century was 
less advanced than the time of 
Caesar, when the tyrant was 
sacrificed to the Senate itself, 
with no formalities other than 
25 dagger stabs and no law other 
than Rome's freedom.” 

Such speeches, which are the 
stuff of revolution, have nothing 
in common with anything recent- 
ly said in the House of Represent- 
atives. Mr. Nixon's removal may 
portly discredit that cult of per- 
sonality which is one root cause 
of our political Immaturity. When 
he goes, private greed and public 
Irresponsibility may come to seem 
a little less attractive. But he 
will be almost as forgettable as 
Mr. Agnew. 

No one expects of. congressmen 
the horrible heroism of Brutus or 
of Saint-Just. By trashing Amer- 
ica. Mr. Nixon has destroyed him- 
self— -and so spared the political 
establishment a trauma. All Con- 
gress has to do is take a remedy 
prescribed by the Constitution.

Prom the beginning, to the last 
century Zionism was conceived as 
a way of normalizing the life of 
European Jews. It grew up as 
ghetto existence was collapsing 
under the Impact of modem 
technology and the social ideas 
of the Enlightenment. It com- 
peted with two other movements 
which flourished among Jews at 
the same time. 

One of these was assimilation 
— the adoption by Jews of the 
national characteristics of the 
host countries in which they 
lived. The theory was that in 
time Jews would become Ger- 
mans, Frenchmen, Englishmen or 
Americans who Just happened to 
have a ' different religion. 

The second competing Idea was 
Marxian socialism. The idea here 
was that changes in the patterns 
of ownership would achieve com- 
plete equality, including equality 
for Jews. 


.The Zionists subjected both 
these notions to merciless attack. 
Against assimilation they argued 
it was a half-open door which, 
had to move one way or another. 
Either Jews would lose their 
identity entirely, or they would 
be subjected to subtle and not 
so s ubtle discrimination. That 
critique seemed to be vindicated 
by what happened to Germany 
under the Nazis. 

Against socialism the Zionists 
argued that it expressed a, shal- 
low materialistic view of human 
life. They said that the troubles 
of the Jews Cowed- from dark 
caverns to the human psyche, 
not merely ownership of the 
means of production. That view 
seemed to l»; vindicated by what 
happened to the Soviet Union. ■ 

In sharp contrast with these 
competing escape routes, Zionism 
held out to. Jews . the territorial 
imperative. , The Zionists claim- 
ed that toe-one thing Jews lack- 
ed which everybody else had- was 
a homeland of their .o*?l Once 
a Jewish state were to existence^ 
the Jews; would be like everybody 
else— normal.

U.S. Approves 
Pan Am Plea 
On Schedules 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 9 1 Reu- 
ters'. —The Civil Aeronautics 
Board said it has authorized in- 
ternational carriers to begin 
negotiations to cut back on 
services because of a fuel short- 
age. 

The action was taken on a 
petition by Pan American World 
Airways earlier this week to con- 
duct emergency talks with its 
international competitors to 
reduce flights and carrying capa- 
city because of the threatened 
fuel shortages. 

The agency said Pan Am is free 
to hold discussions with all other 
CAB licensed carriers — which 
includes most of the world's 
major airlines — on schedule ad- 
justments, capacity reductions 
and consolidation of flights. 

The only major condition set 
by the board was a request that 
the airlines attempt to continue 
service to markets served . by only 
one flight a day. 

Pan Am informed the board 
earlier in the week that two 
major international oil companies 
that provide it with more than 
50 percent of Its requirements 
predicted “massive shortfalls'* of 
jet fuel. 

Other interna tionl airlines have 
also reported difficulties in buying 
up scarce supplies of jet fuel 
around the world in the wake of 
the Arab nations’ cutoff of ship- 
ments to Western nations. 

The board today waived the 
usual requirement that formal 
negotiations take place in the 
presence of government officials 
and said it would allow Pan Am 
to contact other airlines by tele- 
phone, telegraph or any other 
means necessary.

charges against five New York 
Irish -Americans who refused to 
testify about an alleged gun-run- 
ning plot have been ^quietly 
dropped. 

. . UB. District Judge Leo Brew- 
ster. who first ordered the five 
to jail in June. 1972, declined to 
speculate whether he would 
reopen the investigation at a 
later date. He dropped the 
charges Tuesday, the same day 
the grand jury's term expired. 

The five— Daniel Crawford, Pas- 
chal Moraban. Kenneth Tierney, 
Thomas Laffey and Mathias Reilly 
—had spent almost a year in 
jail. They were freed Aug. 10 
on boud after Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas inter- 
ceded on their behalf. 

The grand jury had attempted 
to question the men about a plot 
to buy guns or explosives In 
Texas, allegedly for use by the 
Irish Republican Army in North- 
ern Ireland. The five were given 
immunity from prosecution but 
they said the Immunity applied 
only in the UJS., not in Britain 
should they be extradited.

P RINCE Rainier Hr succeeded 

Tiic ^T-iHfn.f.'hpr os Serene 


A bis g-andfather as Serene 
Prince of Monaco In May, 1949; 
his family, the Grimaldis, is the 
oldest ruling bouse in Europe. 
The principality Is a constitutional 
monarchy with a parliament and 
a prime minister appointed from 
a list of three names submitted 
by Prance, with which Monaco 
has close ties defined by a 191? 
treaty. 

With about 150 hectares 070 
acres), Monaco is not ball the 
size of Central Fork; its territory 
wih, however, soon have increas- 
ed by 20 percent thanks - to ex- 
tensive landfills and a railway 
tunnel. In 1971 Monaco had 
23,235 residents, 4529 of them 
Monegasque. There is no army 
or income tax. Monaco belongs 
to such international organiza- 
tions as UNESCO, Interpol, the 
World Health Organisation, the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the General Council of Mediter- 
ranean Fisheries (Prince Rainier 
gave up a plan to apply for a 
UN seat when it was made clear 
that, under the 1918 treaty, Mo- 
naco would be expected always to 
vote with France). 




Prince Rainier 


Two major crises in Prince 
Kainier’s reign have been a 1963 
attack by Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
at lus most obstreperous who ac- 
cused Monaco of being a haven 
for French tax evaders, especially 
pieds noirs returning from Africa, 
and who put up customs barriers 
and threatened to cut off Mo- 
naco's gas and electricity, and a 
battle with Aristotle Onassis over 
plans for the Soci£t£ des Bains 


de Mer (SBM), which owns the 
casino and top hotels. Onassis 
being majority shareholder, Prince 
Rainier high-handedly and effi- 
ciently Issued enough new stock 
to reduce Quassia's holdings to 
about 30 percent. 

During the prince's reign gambl- 
ing has dropped in importance 
(in 1880 it supplied 77 percent of 
Monaco's revenues), and year- 
round tourism and light Industry 
have increased. The 1962 con- 
si tution gave women the vote. 

Prince Rainier, 50, Is attractive 
and easy to talk with. He mar- 
ried Grace Patricia Kelly In 1966 
and they have three children: the 


heir to the throne, Prince Albert, 

15, and two prince® es, Caroline, 

16, and Stephanie, 8. During the 
Vietnam war the entire family 
wore bracelets, each engraved with 
on />moHi*gn prisoner’s name, and 
Princess Caroline wrote to pris- 
oners' families. This interview 
took place among photographs of 
portraits of Monaco's princes, in- 
cluding Rsynier I In chain mail, 
at Monaco's legation in Parte. 

• * * 

Q. This spring marks the 25th 
anniversary of your accession to 
the throne. How would you like 
to celebrate it? 

A. Very calmly. I ♦hink the 
main thing is to give the public 
something they Hke and win re- 
member. Em trying to get away 
from all this stuffy protocol, I 
don’t want it to be too rigorous. 

Q. in 25 years what have been 
the most important changes? 

A. Personally, getting married. 
The constitution was important. 
The decision to do away with 
railway track and put in a tunnel 
was important. The other im- 
portant thing deals with the fact 
that our hotel situation was very 
low. In a couple of years well 
-have 9,000 decent roams from the 
four-star category to two-star 
luxe. 

Q. You went to school in En- 
gland Switzerland and to uni- 
versity. in Montpellier and Paris, 
where you studied economics and 
government. When yon came to 
the throne did you feel well or 
HI equipped for the Job? 

A. m equipped. It’s like run- 
ning a business, but with polit- 
ical ties. I was away at school 
WT>d x hadn't many friends in 


Monaco of my age. I think that's 
what's good about Albert's educa- 
tion, he's going to' the lycee in 
Monaco, he's made friends wham, 
bell see later to me. 

It's a small place. People live 
on top of each other and watch 
what each one does. JVs like an 
aquarium, it's hard to make de- 
cisions without everyone know- 
ing. 

Q. You cant ™*ke a mistake in 
private? 

A. You can’t mftfep a mistake 
period. 

Q. Was the per capita Income 
gone up during your reign? What 
social advantages, do Mone- 
gasques enjoy? 

A. Yes, per capita income has 
risen. I don't know the figures 
exactly, but there, are over 13,000 
cars on Monaco plates, which 
means a car far every two people, 
the highest rate In the world. 
There’s no unemployment at all. 
We have social security benefits. 
For illness they get completely 
free care in the hospital, up to 
80 percent reimbursement of 
TTiPriif in&q , iv nfl there are n a tio na l 
pensions. We started mddedne 
du travail before France. That’s 
the in te r esting thing about being 
small: you can carry cut exper- 
iments and if you make a mis- 
take you modify them. 

Q. Has your budget ever been 
in deficit? 

A. Never. 

Q. Have you any problems with 
youth and drugs? 

A. No. Maybe because we 
don’t have a university, we have 
no drug problem. And we have 
a very good police force. Z think 


it's better to have a preventive 
police force then a repressive one. 

If you want to condense the 
situation of the Mdnegusque, he 
- has a lot of rights and no duties. 
He doesn't contribute because' 
there is no direct, taxation,- no 
military service, no cttil service. 

q. it's really a trouble-free 
country? 

A. For the moment. 

Q. Are you anticipating trouble? 

; A. The important thing is not 
to put all your eggs In one basket 
and depend on tourism. We have 
.had very few Amerlcarre this 
summer, and few Italians, too. 
We have to suffer thorn French 
crises, European, crises, world 
crises without being involved In 
them at all. 

Q. You seem to strike a very 
good balance, being serious about 
Monaco, but. not heavy. 

A. You came across a lot of 
mockery and bad imagery, such 
as that it’s full of gamblers or 
the French phrase, pays ffopi- 
rette. it’s a small country, it's a 
serious country. The more I go 
out the more I think small coun- 
tries are useful. They have no 
eagerness to possess What their 
neighbors have. They should be 
given more latitude. I remember 
Mr. Plrmy. whom I admire a lot, 
during the crisis with Gen. de 
Gaulle criticizing the French 
government strongly and saying I 
don’t understand because this 
country could be the open window 
on trade wynftig into France. 

Monaco is very different in 
atmosphere from other places 
along the coast. We had a sym- 
posium on the disposal of radio- 
active waste, with scientists from 


Russia, America, many countries. 
They as said, for the first time 
we were really able to talk be- 
cause there were no political im- 
plications, no diplomats 1 around, 
we were scientists together. 

Q. For s small country, you did 
extremely well In your battle 
against two of the most formi- 
dable figures of tile “80s, Gen. de 
Gaulle and Aristotle. Onassis. 

A. The fflafrn that Gen. de 
Gaulle had against us was not 
founded. I there was a let 
of trouble with the Algerian af- 
fair and Morocco, and his failures 
there were taken out on us. 

The accusation that we were 
a center of fiscal fraud and’ tax 
evasion— I had a survey made at 
the time that showed there were 
only about 23 French promoters 
in Monaco from Algeria and 
Africa, with about 15 billion 
francs . in the bank. But when 
that crisis developed, the money 
went to Switzerland, not France. 

I regret that during the crisis 
I sent three personal letters to 
De Gaulle, but the Fr en c h 
foreign minister [Couve de Mur- 
ville] was against us and I th ink 
it was because of him that I was 
never allowed to see Gen. de 

Gaulle. 

Finally, they took it out on 
French residents of Monaco. 
Those who became residents af- 
ter 1963 are now subject to 
French *.hvpk_ And companies 
that do over a certain percent of 
their business outside Monaco 
are taxed, but the tax is lower 
than in France. 

Q. I read that De Gaulle be- 
came angry because you had 
Ideas of grandeur. 


A. I certainly wasn't up to his 
ankle In grandeur. The con- 
ception of grandeur was much

trying to put the principality 
back on the map and mid the 
picture that all our income comes 
(ram gambling.

Q. And Onassto? 

A. The conflict with Onassis 
was completely different I. ac- 
cepted that he become a majority 
shareholder in the SBM, . he had 
» wonderful ideas that were right 
up my alley because he wanted 
^unhung to be Just part of our 
Income, he wanted to attract 
young people. 'The intentions as 
the years went by were hot ful- 
filled at all. I'm still on very good 
terms with him, . 

Q. 'What did Onassis really 
want? 

A. I don’t think ho knew. -Being 
majority shareholder gave him 
pres coverage and social stand- 
ing. It gave him a visiting card 
to get his business going, and it 
was a good place to get started 
socially, too. I it’s very 

brae, what Somerset M au gham 
said in "The Razor’s Edge”: 
Monte Carlo is a sunny spot for 
shady people. It’s not a label, 
but there are some odd types 
there. 

Q. The Cdte d'Azur has been 
spoiled by new buil d i n g. You 
have a power that mayors and 
town councils don't have to con- 
trol the building in the princi- 
pality at least. Are you often 
criticized for allowing Monaco to 
be rained? 

A. I don’t like St either, -what 


can you. do?, you cant make 
regulation Out cover everything, 
yoa-cant say I won’t allow it 
if the builders are in conformity 
with the rules.

Nippon Steel Corp-, one of the 
world's largest steel reafrpr* . an- 
nounced today a IBS percent rise 
in profits In tog six mont h* end- 
ed Sept. so. 

The company said Its net prof- 
it for the September term was 
23.30 billion yen (about $84 mil- 
lion), up from 741 billion yen. a 
year earlier, 

Nippon Steel’s sales for the 
September term were 87747 bil- 
lion yen, up from 633.128 button 
yen a year earlier. 

The company set a 24-yen 
dividend for the September term, 
up from 245 yen in the preceding 
term and! up from 1-5 yen a year 
earlier. 

Nippon Steel officials cited in- 
creased steel output and higher 
export prices as the reason for the 
higher profits. 

Takeo PnjiM, vice-president, 
said the company will try to keep 
its net profit, at the September 
level, although there is concern 
about increased raw material costs 
and a possible electricity supply 
cutback. 

Nippon Steel said its crude 
steel output during the six months 
ended Sept. 30 totaled 204 mil- 
lion metric tons, up from 16J 
million tons a year earlier. 

Steel exports aggregated 4.7 
million tons, up from 3.6 mil- 
Ito : tons a year earlier. 

Loan Demand 
Rises in U.S. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9 fNYT). — 
Business loans at New York City 
banks increased $272 Tnflifnn in 
the week ended Wednesday, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York disclosed In its preliminary 
report for toe period. 

That was the largest increase 
since Sept. 12. Just prior to t.h>* 
week’s increase, business loans 
had declined for three weeks in 
a row. 

While this pickup In loan 
rimumri developed during the 
banking week, reserve »n«i mone- 
tary 'aggregate figures released 
yesterday by the New York Fed 
seemed to indicate no noticeable 
shift in credit policy. 

Total reserves in the banking 
system, for example, showed an 
84 percent growth rate over toe 
last year. A. week earlier, the 
growth rate was 84 percent. 

The money supply again moved 
erratically far the week, dropping 
$2 billion to $2644 billion. Over 
toe last year, however, toe total 
v olum e of currency plus checking 
account bal an c e s has expanded 
at a 5 percent rate, just a touch 
slower than the 5J percent an- 
nual growth rate for the money 
supply last week and the week 
before. 

Commercial banks borrowed 
less from the Federal Reserve in 
the week ended Wednesday, and 
their borrowed reserves decreased, 

too* 

Most short-term interest rates 
moved upward during the bank- 
ing week, a period when the Fed’s 
portfolio of government and 
agency securities decreased by 
$3.17 biltton from its record 
$8048 billion to $7741 billion. 

During this period, the federal 
funds rate declined 19 basis 
points to 9.71 percent on average, 
from 840 percent » week earlier. 

At the same time, however, the 
average rate for three-month 
Treasury bills jumped a steep 64 
basis points to 744 percent from 
740 percent— largely because of 
sales of foreign central banks.

Japan Petroleum. (Nigeria) LtcL, has been test- 
drilling jointly with the Nigerian government in 
a sector of the concession area of Amatu. Com- 
mercial oil production there is likely to start in 
1976 or 1977. 

GM Seeks Price Increase 
General Motors Carp, has notified toe Cost of 
Living Council of plans to increase its car prices 
by an amount “not to exceed an average of $150 
a vehicle.** The company says the proposed 
boost will apply to its dealers, who can then add 
their own markup to any boost allowed by the 
council. GM, which is toe last of the U.S. auto- 
makers to file far {Mice Increases, says it is basing 
its request on cost increases for labor and 
materials, which October 1972 have averaged 
$208 per equipped vehicle. This figure includes 
the effects expected from a wage and benefit 
increase offer toe company made to the United 
Auto Workers union this week. 

Mitsubishi in Australia Venture 
Mitsubishi Carp. hn« obtained permission from 
toe South Australia state government to build a 
$300-million (Australian) chemical complex in 
Augusta jointly with Australian interests. The 
Australian interests are Alcoa of Australia Ltd. 
and Imperial Chemical Industries of Australia 
Ltd. The project calls for building plants with 
annual production capacity of 300.000 metric tons 
of ethylene. 47,000 metric tans of caustic soda 
and 600.000 metric tans of ethylene dichloride 
and 100,000 metric tans of polyethylene. The 
plants will begin operations by April, 1977. 


San Diego Collapse Reveals Rift 


U.S. Agencies in Conflict on Bank Security 


WASHINGTON , Nov. 9 (AP- 
DJ). — The failure of US. National 
Bank of San Diego has pointed 
up some regulatory conflicts be- 
tween federal agencies in charge 
of protecting bank depositors and 
the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. whose goal is to protect 
stockholders. 

The San Diego case has also 
raised questions about the ade- 
quacy of toe bank-examination 
procedures of the comptroller of 
the currency. Legislation to deal 
with both problems eventually 
could result, according to Capitol 
Hill observers. 

Government sources say there 
were major differences between 
the SEC and the currency comp- 
troller in the handling of Investi- 
gations involving the San Diego 
bank, whose collapse last month 
was toe largest in banking history. 

Sources say the SEC staff 
wanted to name toe bank as a 
defendant in a civil suit brought 
May 31 against Westgate- Cali- 
fornia. Corp. financier C. Araholt 
Smith and others. 

Mr. Smith controlled both the 
bank and Westgate-Cattfomia, 
and the SEC suit charged there 
was a scheme to loot the assets 
of the bank and of Westgate- 
California. 

Bun on Bank Feared 

In negotiations with the SEC 
last spring, the comptroller's of- 
fice argued that naming tha bank 
as a defendant and Including cer- 
tain information In the suit would 
cause a run on the bank by 
depositors. Because of these argu- 
ments, the SEC compromised with 
the comptroller and did not name 
toe bank as a defendant. 

Now some members of Congress 


and SEC officials are wondering 
if stockholders and depositors of 
the San Diego bank, which is 
publicly held, should have been 
notified of its fi-mmrtui problems 
before it was declared Insolvent. 
They also would like to know 
why the comptroller’s office did 
not move faster In nailing down 
toe bank’s problems. 

Some of those questions were 
asked at a Senate Banking Com- 
mittee hearing Thursday. Comp-

trailer James E. Smith was asked 
whether his office tried to “pre- 
vent the SEC” from filing Its suit 
last May. 

Mr. Smith, who became comp- 
troller in July, denied any at- 
tempt to delay or prevent the 
suit, but the "detail in toe 
suit” was discussed with a view 
toward preventing a run on the 
bank. 

Mr. Smith dirt not expand on 
that, but toe agency's chief coun- 
sel, Robert Bloom, confirmed in 
an Interview that the discussions 
also included naming the bank 
as a defendant, which it was 
feared would tip off depositors 
and stockholders before toe gov- 
ernment could attempt to save it.

Dow Index Slumps 24 
On Fears of Oil Crisis 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9 (Reuters). 
—Pears that an energy crisis may 
have adverse impact on toe U.S. 
economy next year caused toe 
Dow Jones industrial average to 
slump 2444 points on the New 
York Stock Exchange today. 

It marked the biggest single- 
day decline since toe Cuban mis- 
sile crisis an May 28. 1962. when 
the blue-chip barometer fen 34.95. 

Overall, the market also was 
sharply lower, but volume was 
moderate. 

Despite reports that peace is 
drawing closer in toe Middle 
Ehst. there was no evidence that 
Arab oil-producing states would 
lift their embargo on oil ship- 
ments to the United States. 

American sources said Saudi 
Arabia’s Faisal is taking a 
bard line on resumption of oil 
supplies to the United States and 
tbe present boycott could go on 
for some time yet. 

The broad-based NYSE common 
stock index dropped around 042 
to 56.58. while declines routed 
advances by more than a 3-to-l 
margin. 

However, volume was only 17.32 
million shares, down from 19.65 
million yesterday. 

Du Font fell 7 1/2 to 170 1/2. 
The company said it will reduce 
shipments of dacron polyester 
fiber by 10 percent from now 
through January due to cutbacks 
in deliveries of raw materials by 
suppliers. 

Allied Chemical lost 1 3/8 to 
43 3/4. It said it had been put 
on allocation by Its petrochemical 
feedstock suppliers. 

Atlantic Richfield dropped 
1 3/4 to 106 1/2. Arco said its 
refinery capacity will be 10 to 12 
percent lower through the end 
of toe year. 

General Motors, the day’s 
volume leader, gave up 1 3/8 to 
58 7/8, ex-dividend.

Capital Spending

flation and an anticipated eco- 
nomic slowdown.

A ARON BURR had a career ol 
** great \-ariety. excitement and 
Interest. Be commanded a regi- 
ment In the Revolutionary Wan 
he was a successful New York 
lawyer: he went high enough 
in New York politics; then as 
now. distinctly arcane, to become 
Jefferson's first Vice-President. 
He was still Vice-President when 
be killed his greatest political 
enemy,' Alexander Hamilton, in 
a duel at Weehawken. This feat 
was not well regarded, and Burr 
was indicted for murder in New 
Jersey and New. York. He con- 
tinued, however, to preside over 
the Senate in Washington. Later, 
after a peculiarly futile expedi- 
tion down the Mississippi, he 
was tried for treason on the 
'grounds (probably correct 1 that, 
he had attempted to detach the 
West from the -Union. It was 
also possible that he hoped, to 
revolutionise Mexico. He was 
acquitted on both counts but 
found It convenient to go abroad 
for a While, in Prance, being 
very hard up. he tried to sell the 
French government a scheme 
for advancing its Interests at the 
expense of the United States. 
He returned to America, resum- , 
ed the practice of law. made a 
lot of money, spent more, and 
died in 1836. 

He was extremely attractive, 
especially to women, and his 
amorous adventures were nu- 
merous and successfuL Since he 
was an 18th-century gentleman, 
these did not make him enemies, 
to any great extent: his enmities, 
and they were -numerous and 
bitter, were made because people 
found it Impossible to pin him 
down. In the political world, a 
gifted politician without a pur- 
pose becomes odious after a 
time; and Burr was a man with- 
out a purpose. 

In writing this novel about 
Aaron Burr. Gore Vidal is under 
a severe handicap. It ought to be 
an accepted rule, although some- 
how it never is. that a historical 
novel succeeds only to the extent 
. that recorded history is kept out 
of it. The ideal in this respect 
might be Thackeray’s "Vanity 
Fair," where the setting Is in the 
past, but the characters are a'2 
imaginary. Vidal's protagonist is 
very much in history. You can 
mats a fantastic figure out at 
him, which Vidal often does 
with success, but you cannot 
makg . an Imaginary one. History 
will always come, breaking: In, 

. and Vidal compounds his diffi- 
culties by encouraging it to do so. 
“Obviously"— I am. quoting from 
his Afterword— *T have made up 
conversation, but whenever pos- 
sible 1 have used actual phrases 
of the speaker." 

When a historical novelist 
talks about "actual phrases" and. 
things like that, he is summon- 
ing the. wrong Had of Imagina - - 
tioxu He is calling on the histori- 
an's imagination, a very power- 
ful faculty but one that has to 
do with the ordering of evidence, 
the discovery of new relations 
between ascert aine d facts. The 
Imagination of a novelist is, ob- 
viously. of very different and 
probably a more essential nature. 
It is useless for the two to 
change hats. If the novelist tries 
on the historian's imagination, 
he is merely boring; if the histo- 
rian tries on the novelist's, he is 
simply bogus. - 


Vidal is the author of such In- 
ventive books as “Myra Breckin- 
ridge” and "Two Sisters. " and. to 
do him justice, one must admit 
that he has discovered an Lnpc- 
tdous U not exactly successful, 
way of getting around this diffi- 
culty. He invents a young man 
(really his most plausible char- 
acter] who is & clerk in Aaron 
Burr's law office In Aaron Blur's 
old age.

BONN,' Nov. 9 fUPI).— The 
Soviet Union might agree to play 
Chile outside of Santiago but will 
definitely not accept the National 
Stadium there, a high-ranking 
soccer official said today. 

Vladimir Angerski. secretary of 
the foreign affairs section in the 
Soviet soccer federation, told the 
West German newspaper Bild 
Zeltung: 

“We will never set our feet in 
the National Stadium after what 
happened there.” His reference 
was to reports of torture and 
executions carried out by the new 
military regime In Chile. 

Discussing rumors of a possible 
East European boycott of the 
1974 World Cup finals In West 
Germany if Russia is banned. 
Angerski said: “We have given 
no thoughts to this matter.” 

Asked’ if the Soviet Uhlon 
m’ght accept an offer to play m 
another Chiles n city. Vina del 
Mar. Arica, Rancagua or Con- 
cepcion. Angerski said: "This Is 
a matter we might be prepared 
to discuss.” 

In Santiago, however, football 
officials said ' today Chile will 
refuse to nlay at any other place 
than National Stadium. 

Pedro Foraazzari. general man- 
ager of the Chilean football as- 
sociation, threw cold water on 
the idea of another site in Chile. 

He said a change in site was 
unacceptable because “everything 
is ready to hold the match in 
the National Stadium.” He added: 
“We are offering [the Russians] 
all sorts of guarantees and the 
best sports stadium in the na- 
tion. which has already been 
the site of a World Cup final 
[in 1962].” 

. FIFA, the international soccer 
federation, has ruled that Chile 
will qualify lor the finals if the 
Soviet Union fads to appear. A 
Soviet appeal for a site in nnother 
country was rejected by FIFA. 

FIFA said yesterday the Soviet 
Union must give a final answer 
by tomorrow on whether it will 
play the match on Nov. 21 in 
Santiago. 

Angerski said It was an insult 
to Russian soccer to suggest that 
the Soviet team is boycotting the 
return game because they achiev- 
ed only a goalless draw in Moscow. 

“This is a moral' issue,” he said. 
"Football is a game for human 
beings and the National Stadium 
is an inhuman place after what 
happened there. The whole world 
knows this, yet FIFA is being so 
stubborn.”

Taking a New View 
Of First Aid

TVEW YORK, <NYT>. — Each 
1 ’ year more than a quarter 
of the American population suf- 
fers an injury or sudden Illness 
that requires first aid — on-tbe- 
scene-emergency care admin- 
istered by a layman. Yet. same 
doctors estimate, fewer than 5 
percent of these millions of vic- 
tims receive the prompt and 
proper care that might save 
their lives or alleviate the 
seriousness of their condition. 

Spurred by depressing sta- 
tistics like this, tire American 
Red Cross has published two 
updated first-aid textbooks — 
“Standard First Aid and Per- 
sonal Safety” and “Advanced 
First Aid and Emergency Care'* 
—which the organization hopes 
will reach every family to help 
reduce the toll of accidents, the 
nation’s leading environmental 
health hazard. 

Aside from personal suffer- 
ing. the cost to the nation— in- 
cluding lost wages, medical ex- 
penses. insurance costs aud 
property damage— is well over 
837 billion a year, according to 
the National Safety council. 

Price 

Yet as Dr. David Boyd of the 
Cook County Trauma Society 
in Chicago recently pointed out, 
in discussing the nation's 57,000 
annual highway deaths, “many 
occur needlessly because every- 
one panics and no one does the 
right tiling 

First aid. the Red Cross says, 
Involves simple measures such 
as running cold water over a 
bum or immobilizing a fractur- 
ed limb— measures that “any 
person with ordinary Intelli- 
gence can learn." 

First aid bas come a long 
way since publication of the 


Red Cross's initial manual in 
1910, aud there have been im- 
portant tiianges in emphasis 
since the manual was last re- 
vised in 2857. Drug abuse is 
covered for the first time, for 
example. In an 18-page chapter. 

Sections on accident preven- 
tion— a total of about 40 pages 
scattered throughout the stan- 
dard first-aid manual — have 
been -greatly expanded in hopes 
of reducing the 56 million In- 
juries reported by Americans 
each year. 

In the' early days of first-aid 
manuals, when railroads were 
the main sources of accidental 
injury and death and auto- 
mobile injuries received only 
half a page of text, the Red 
Cross recommended such emer- 
gency measures as sealing 
wounds with plaster and collo- 
dion. warming a victim with 
hot bricks and stones, burning 
out ani ma l bites with red hot 
wires, reducing fever with Ice 
baths, putting grease, on burns, 
using tourniquets to stop arte- 
rial bleeding and rubbing frost- 
bite with snow. 

In the years since, some of 
these methods — such as the 
tourniquet, greases on burns and 
rubbing snow on frostbite— have 
been found to do more harm 
than good. Others have been 
replaced by more antiseptic, 
aesthetic and effectual ap- 
proaches. For example, in the 
case of first and second-degree 
burns, cold running water is 
considered the most effective 
first-aid measure. 

The new edition also features 
for the first time moutta-to- 
mouth resuscitation in prefer- 
ence to the old armlift method 
of artificial respiration. The 
moiith-to-mouth method was 
described in -an appendix to the 
1957 edition, which was print- 
ed simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement by the National 


Academy of Sciences that this 
was a better approach to emer- 
gency ventilation. 

The new edition was prepar- 
ed by the Red dross in con- 
sultation with the Division of 
Medical Sciences of the Nation- 
al Academy of Sdences-Nation- 
al Research Council, which de- 
fined the currently accepted 
first-aid techniques. 

Despite the improvements in 
the new text, several experts 
in emergency medicine have 
criticized the Red Cross's ap- 
parent reluctance to Include de- 
tailed instructions for car- 
t Uopulmonary resuscitation— « 
first-aid technique that might 
be applicable to a million Amer- 
icans a year who suffer heart 
stoppage or a dangerously Ir- 
regular heartbeat 

While these experts readily 
. acknowledge that the technique 
— a combination of mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and external 
cardiac massage— might break 
ribs if improperly applied. ODe 
doctor pointed out that tbe 
hazard of a stopped heart is 
greater than that of broken 
ribs. 

Other Factors 

According to experts in emer- 
gency medicine, first aid de- 
pends as much on knowing 
what not to do as on- knowing 
what to do for the ID or injur- 
ed person. It also involves 
knowing how to prevent acci- 
dents from occurring in the 
first place. 

First-aid measures can be ad- 
ministered or directed by the 
victim as well as by a com- 
panion or passerby. Thus, tbe 
Red Cross points out. knowledge 
of first aid is "valuable and 
cheap insurance” for everyone. 

“If a person’s heart stops 
beating and no one resusci- 
tates him. hell probably die be- 


fore tbe ambulance comes.” said 
one physician. “If a person 
with a simple fracture is han- 
dled improperly, he could end 
up -with a compound fracture. 

"If you put the wrong things 
on a burn — cloth, bandages. 

grease— you can add to the 
danger of Infection. If some- 
one chokes on a piece of food 
and no one knows wbat to do. 
he could die in minutes. The 

same goes for poisoning— a lot 
of time is often wasted before 
tbe effects of the poison are 
slowed or reversed. 

“In tbe case of wounds, most 
people don't know bow to stop 
severe bleeding, and often they 
use a tourniquet.” 

New Method 

The tourniquet, tbe doctor said, 
can lead to gangrene if the cir- 
culation Is cut off for too long. 
Instead pressure directly on the 
wound Is recommended. 

The doctor, like the Red Cross, 
believes that someone in every 
family should be trained in first 
aid. And Dr. Boyd of the Cook 
County Trauma Society says: 

“It would be even better if 
everybody knew wbat to do. 
First-aid training should be re- 
quired In school. You never 
know when you will need this 
Hnii of information.”
